nature, concentrated and Intensified in 
on* single being who bears to us the 
nearest and the very deareet relation 
that one human creature may or can 
hold to another. 


No other merely human beln« upon 
earth, regardl«M of how* favored or 
of how admired by us. can,ever real- 
ly occupy in our hearts just exactly 
th.at same position of peculiar, of un- 
ique love, and reverence, which we re- 
serve for her alone whom vwe more 
than rejoice in calling—"Mother." 


For no other merery human being 
than a mother^an we have just exact- 
ly that'same kind of mo*t ardent love, 
and 'true devotion; and that real awe 
and reverence, which we Instinctive- 
ly" nave" for ner to whom '.our -very 
earliest recollections go back: as to-the 
one' person in this whole wide, wide 
world who really loved us most dear- 
ly and tenderly; and to wjiom 
our 
every petty pain, discomfort or grevi- 
ance was a matter of real and true 
concern—the one superior earthly be- 
ing to whom we ever fled as to the 
sheltering wings of a powerful and 
loving angel guardian; and fled with 
an absolute certainty of protection and 
sympathy in every danger and sorrow 
and pain; or even in the very faintest 
shadowo of them—the great and most 
loved one and loving one of 
earth, 
who cherished and rewarded and en- 
couraged us so much when good; and 
who so often stood between us and 
well merited fatherly rebuke and chas- 
tisement when naughty. 


This most ardent love and reverence 


for, and this implicit faith of child in 
mother, coupled .with the feeling of 
certain and absolute sympathy 
and 
protection from her, is rivalled only in 
Intensity and beauty by a true moth- 
er'* Jov« for *«r,«hHd; and it is with- 
out a Boubt'the-most charming and 
enobling-trait of all mankind. 


Though often 
more manifest 
in 
rhildhood and in youth. It is something 
which rarely ever dies out completely, 
even in the so-called worst of men and 
women. No one realizes that fact more 
than does a Catholic priest who so 
often has to rainiater at the bed-side 
of the seriously ill and of the dying. 
Even in adult state, and very ad- 
vanced age, most human beings retain 
no little ol the child in them. I feel 
safe in saying, 'therefore, that not * 
few of us "grown ups" have more

the Roman Catholic Church, though, 
feels that the very thought of a true 
and loving spiritual mother, to whom 
one can go In the'sore hour of need, 
when a deep sense of our unworthi- 
ness tend* to make us falter and long 
hesitate to approach our Heavenly 
Father directly—the Roman Catholic 
Church, at least, feels that even the 
very thought of having access at all 
times to such a kindly being is often 
an Invaluable aid in saving souls in 
t*e day and hour of their worst dis- 
couragements and demoralisation. 


Among other things, the Roman 


Catholic Church knows, and knows 
well, how many normal human be- 
ings look up to and trust and rever- 
ence and depend upon womankind. 
She knows how all this is true parti- 
cularly in the hour of very serious 
trouble; and how man then looks up 
to and lean* most heavily upon wo1 
man;

The Church knows well, too, how 
at times we. with a vivid sense of the 
enormity of all sins, and of some in 
particular, are Inclined to falter and 
talter and long hesitate to approach 
our Heavenly Father directly, and all 
by ourselves, just as a disobedient, yet 
really loving and sensitive child hes- 
itates to even approach Its earthly 
father, to say nothing of asking favors

Dr. Bernard Fantue, a physician of 


large experience, tells me the way to 
keep from having pneumonia is to go 
to bed promptly when a cold with 
fever comes on. The books say that 
one-half the people who develop.pneu- 
monia tell ot having had a very bad 
cold several days before pneumonia 
set in. He thinks the books are wrong 
—they should say that 90 per cent, 
instead ot 50 give a history of a pre- 
liminary bad cold. 


A very bad cold sets the iitujce fur 


pneumonia. At that time the patient 
can decide whether or not he will t 
have pneumonia. 
If he decides to 


have pneumonia he merely keeps at- 
his daily tasks, put* up with the dis- 
comfort, comes home at night awful?/ 
tired, but gets up the next morning 
and tackles the job again. He may 
not know that he is deciding to have 
pneumonia. ' The chances are ' he 
knows the work is there to do and it 
is his duty tp do it'and take the con- 
sequences, pneumonia is one of the 
consequences, even though he does 
not know it. 


The same is true of acute inflam- 


matory rheumatism. There are many 
conditions that pass under the name 
of rheumatism. 
Some ar wholly un- 


related to others. The particular kind 
now being considered is what used to 
be called acute rheumatic fever an£ 
inflammatory rheumatism. ,Dr. Fan- 
tus says that if you will ask every 
person with aute rheumatic fever, 
"Didxyou have a sore throat within a 
week of the beginning of your rheu- 
matism?' he will answer, "Yes." He 
may have to remember carefully. He 
may even iiave to call on hia wife to 
help him remember, because the sore 
throat jnay .have seemed trivial. 


The moral is the same -as in the 
case of pneumonia. Had tie gone to 
bed with sore throat he would have 
escaped rheumatism.

have come back with the statement 
that to affiliate 
with the American 


Federation of Labor is an honor for 
any Thespian. *hey hotly re*ent the 
idea that affiliation 
v ith organized 
labor mean* Joining force* with "out- 
law* and anarchists." 
Some of the "stars" have been made 
to say the same things about their 
fellow actor* who belong to the union. 
At least the star*' name* were signed 
to such a statement. 
But William 
Faversham, David Warfleld and Mar- 
garet 
Anglin have 
repudiated the 
statement, saying they never heard of 
•uch a thing in al their live*- Favers- 
ham showed his resentment of/the at- 
tack* on the actors' union by prompt- 
ly joining it. 
There has *e«n always ibeen a ques- 


tion In the strife between the unirfn 
and non-union force* of the *|ages as 
to whether or not the recognised stars 
should be required to take out cards 
and pay their due* along with the 
"hams" and the 
"supes" and the 


"character" peoples who are capable 
of classification- 
It -has 
been the 
feeling of the actors generally that 
•uch lights of the stage as Mrs. Fisk. 
Mrs. 
David Warfleld, E. H. Sothern. 


Otis Skinner, Julia Marlowe, and oth- 
er* of their ilk should be permlted to 
appear on the same stage with the 
organised actors of leuer ilumlnation 
without enrolling in the union. They 
have even agreed not to call them 
"•cabs." 
It has been stipulated, 
however. 
that there should be an arbitrary lim- 
it *et on the non-union mejnbers of 
a ca*t 
The actors call their union 
the Actor'* Equity Association, -but it 
generally is known 
as the Equity. 
There was considerable difficulty in 
fixing the exact ratio between the un- 
ion and non-union actors permitted 
in a. cast. 
Some 
of the stronger 
forces of the union were in favor of

fixing a Voktead ratio of one-half of 
one per cent. More liberal heads, to 
20 per cent-, non union. 


The producing manager* called'this 
an attempt to force the "closed shop* 
upon them. The actor* prefer to call 
it "Equity Shop" and they say they 
will not arbitrate "equity shop" an> 
more than the United States would 
arbitrate the Monroe Doctrine. 


Regular union labor methods have 


ibeen provided in all of the Equity de- 
mands, including a slKcht modificat- 
ion o'f the 'check off" system whicn 
organized la'bor requires in the un- 
ionised coal mines of the country In 
the case of the actors, they require 
that no manager shall emlpoy 
nn 


equity player unless that person pro- 
duces -a receipt for his or her dues. 
The difficulty of collecting dues al- 
ways ha* been a problem in labor or- 
ganizations. The equity has also re- 
quired that all non-equity players per- 
mitted in a cast shal be required by 
the manager* to contribute to some 
actors' charity an 
amount 
which 


would equal equity dues if they were 
a member of the organization 


All of this, the managers as a whole 


have agreed to do, but sixty per cent. 
of the producing managers have ab- 
solutely refused to agree to the 
"equ- 


ity shop" plan and insist that they 
have a right to engage such actors 
and actresses as thev pleaec. David 
Beiasco has been 
particular bitter 


against the union for the stil thinks 
of the theatre as the temple of art and 
of actors as artists. The players say 
Mr. Belaaco is a dreamer and that he 
ought to wake uj> and »hear the birdies 
sing 
They say they know how the 
stage is being commercialized and as- 
sert that the modern composerss au- 
thors work fey the yard rather than by 
inspiration. 
In any event, June 1 is the zero hour 
in the "profession" There will be a 
strike on that date against all 
man- 
agers who do not agree to the closed 
shop a* fixed toy the equity. s_The 
minority of the managers o,rv going to 
sign but with the majority, the strug- 
gle has all the earmarlce of being an 
extremely bitter one. 
Of bourse the country at large will 


try to survive this latest peril in th« 
capital and labor quarrel, but to many 
actors, it may mean an approach to 
tragedy. 
The union actors have all 


the enthusiasm of new converts how- 
ever, and say they will readil> go 
down to rags and starvation for the 
sake of the principle involved

General Fortuna. Maycotte. one of th* 
leading military commanders of the 
De La Huerta rebellion, was executed 
after a courtmartial at Poohutla Oax- 
aca, yesterday, according to a report 
to the war department from General 
Alberto Guajardo. With him were ex- 
ecuted his chief of staff, Leovigildo 
Ax-ila, and Manuel Flores 
Ma>cotte began his military career 


when Carranza revolted against Vic- 
toriano Huerta in 1913 and disting- 
uished himself at the head of his cav- 
alry against the bandit Villa. 
After- 


ward he became a. stronjf supporter of 
General pbregon, when the latter rose 
against Carranza. After the outbreak 
o fthe present rebellion he was com- 
missioned to fight the rebels in the 
States of Oaxaca and Puebla, but -vxent 
over to the enemy with the strong 
military elements placed under his 
command.

May 1*.— There is 
practically nothing in the morning 
news which changes in any way the 
codltions which have been responsible 
for the recent declining tendency in 
stocks.
